LONDON, Dee, 19.—Complete breakdown of a German attempt 
to repeat northeast of Ypres their surprise attack of April was re- 
ported tonight in a British official statement. 

Karly this morning the Germaus diseharged clouds of gas against 
the British lines, accompanied by a violent bombardment. Measures 
which had been taken caused the gas to become ineffective, and under 
a heavy fire the enemy was unable to even approach the trenches. 

On the whole activity on the British section on the allied front 
in the west has been confined to artillery work, the statement shows. 
A German aeroplane was brought down east of Armentiers,
